Wa.suimoton, D. C., March 13, 1865. ) 

Okas. Francis Adams, Esq., dc.: 

Sir. — An impression is understood to pre- 
vail in Europe, especially among the holders 
of the insurgent loan, for which cotton was 
pledged as security, that in the event of the 
restoration of peace in this country, this Gov- 
ernment will assume the public debts of the 
insurgents, or certainly the particular debt 
referred to. It is believed, however, that no 
impression could be more erroneous. There 
is no likelihood that any part ol that debt 
will be assumed or recognized by the United 
.States Government. It is proper and ad- 
visable, therefore, that, by any proper means 
at voiir ■■oinmand, you should authorita- 
tively uiiocceivo the public in England on 
this point.

.Sir — I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your dispatch, No l,02:i, together 
with the papers which contain an interlocu- 
tory decree, whicn has been made by the 
Vice-Chancellor in the suit of the United 
•States against Priolean and others, which 
suit was instituted for the recovery of 1,356 
bales ot cotton. A copy of the Vice-Chan- 
cellor’s reasons lor the interlocutory is found 
among the same papers. The V'ice-Clian- 
cellor is understood to have affirmed the ti- 
tle ot the United States to the property in 
ijuestion. It is with the judgment of the 
Vice-Chancellor, and not with thereasonsbe 
assigns for such judgment, that the United 
-States are concerned. In this view of the 
subject it might seem proper for this Gov- 
ernment to leave the subject unnoticed. The 
frankness, however, which ought to he prac- 
ticed in the proceedings of States requires 
an explanation of the views which this Gov- 
ernment has taken of the questions which 
the Vice-Chancellor has discussed in his rea- 
sons before mentioned. The United States 
do not admit that the combination of disloy- 
al citizens who have raised the standard of 
insurrection is now, or has at any previous 
time been a government dc facto, or in any 
sense a political power capable of taking, 
bolding, giving, asserting, or maintaining 
corporate rights in anv form, whether muni- 
cipal or international. 

It is true that a different view of the char- 
acter ol the insurgents has seemed to find 
favor with some portions of the British na- 
tion, and even with the British tlovernment. 
It must be remembered, however, that ns of- 
ten as that antagonistical opinion has been 
advanced by Her Britanic Majesty's Gov- 
ernment, in its intercourse with the United 
States, it has been as firmly, though, as we 
trust, as courteously, denied. The United 
States controvert and deny the declaration of 
the Vice-Chancellor, that they are successors 
of the rebellion, and, on the contrary, they 
maintain that they are now, and during all 
the time of the rebellion liave been just 
what they were before the rebellion began, a 
sovereign State, absolutely entitled to the 
regulation and control of all property and 
persons within the United States, subject on- 
ly to the limitations of their own Constitu- 
tion. It need onlv be said that the United 
States Will hold themselves under no obli- 
gation wh.Hiever to accept of, or to so con- 
form their proceedings to the conditions 
which the Court of Chancery, or any other 
munlcipial court ol Great Britain, m.ay have 
the presumption to dictate or prescribe in 
the present or any other litigation ; they 
claim, and insist upon the restoration of the 
cotton in question, and while they are con- 
tent to receive it through the decree of the 
municipal tribunals ol Great Britain, they 
insist upon their absolute right to the same 
through the action of Her Britanic Majes- 
ty’s Government. You may instruct the 
counsel who are acting in behalf of the Uni- 
ted States, the views herein expressed. Her 
Majesty’s Government have not, in any way, 
made themselves responsible for the positions 
assumed by the Vice-Chancellor, and there- 
fore it would seem not only unnecessary, but 
even improper, to bring, at the present time, 
the subjects herein discussed to the attention 
of Earl Russell. If, however, you should 
discover that Her Majesty's Ministers are 
laboring under any misappreheusion of the 
views of this Government, which should 
seem to need correction, ou will supply such 
correction, upon a proper occasion, in a 
friendly and cc..rtcons manner 
i am, sir.

The following extract h . recent 
speech of General Sickles, well ii..cwn form- 
erly as a Democratic mem'oer ot Con- 
greas from New York, is wort'ay oi iiot- 
ice: 

Here let me pause to pay a tribute to one 
upon whom, more than any other public 
servant, has rested the vast and varied re- 
sponsibilities which the conduct of our great 
war imposed. When the rebellion declared 
itself, towards the close of the administration 
of President Buchanan, an eminent lawyer 
who had neither held office nor been conspic- 
uous as a partisan in politics, was call- 
ed into the Cabinet as Attorney General. 
His presence was instantly felt in the vig- 
orous measures taken to enforce the au- 
thority of the Government. At the critical 
moment which followed the occupation 
of Fort .Sumter, when it seemed as 
if the Government would yield to the auda- 
city and vigor of revolutionary pressure, his 
fearless counsels, his indomitable will, his 
sturdy, loyal nature, contributed mainly to 
that modification of the pacific policy ol 
President Buchanan which was followed bv 
measures to resist the further aggressions of 
the insurgents. Towards evening, on one of 
the gloomy days of the winter of 1861, the 
.Attorney General sent for one of the Repre- 
sentatives in Congress from New York, and 
informed him that unless the public opinion 
of the North was instantly maoilested, the 
President would yield to the demand ol 
South Carolina, and order Major Anderson 
back from Sumter to Moultrie. It was de- 
cided at once that an envoy should go to 
the principal Northern cities and announce 
that the President had decided to maintain 
Anderson in .Sumter at all hazards. “Fire 
some powder," said Stanton; “all we can do 
yet is to fire blank cartridges; a thousand 
bullets or a bale of hemp would save us from 
a bloody rebellion; the President will not 



strike a blow, but he will resist if he sees the 
temper of the people demands resistance; go 
and fire some cannon, and let the echoes 
come to the White House.” 

The next day salutes were fired in New 
York, Philadelphia, Albany, and other cit- 
ies, in honor of President Buchanan’s deter- 
mination to sustain the gallant Anderson ; 
congratulatory telegrams were sent from 
prominent men in all these cities to the 
President; the corporate authorities of New 
York passed earnest resolutions ol support; 
the Herald, and perhaps other journals, in 
leading articles of remarkable power, en- 
dorsed and commended the decision of the 
President. The next day the decision was 
made. The demand of South Carolina for 
the evacuation of P't. Sumter was refused; it 
remained only for the South to recede or 
make war President Lincoln was inaugu- 
rated; war followed. The Attorney General 
of President Buchanan, became after a brief 
interval, the .var minister of President Lin- 
coln. His electric influence was instantly 
felt throughout the army, and all over the 
country. Commanding generals were order- 
ed to put their columns in motion, and at- 
tack the enemy. The resolu'ion and leth- 
argy which are inseparable from a defen 
sive policy vanished before the universal 
initiative, inspired by a positive and earnest 
character, who would neither rest himself 
nor allow the ene.mies of his country to rest 
while the means of attack were in his hands 
Alternating successes and defeats — colos.saI 
vet indecisive combats — enormous consump- 
tion of treasure — the probability of foreign 
recognition and aid to the confederation — 
increasing hostility to the measures of the 
.Admiiiisiration, finally culminating in sedi- 
tion, riot." and revolts — the defiant overtures 
of aid and comfort to the enemy, from pub- 
lic journals and public men — these were 
some of the accumulating embarrassments 
that brought the Union cause to the crisis of 
overthrow. 

The dauntless heart of the iron secretary, 
himself the object of measureless obloquy 
and hate, never quailed. To despair he op- 
posed revolution; to a defeated army he sent 
a more succesalul general; to the mob he 
spoke from the mouths of cannon; insolent 
traitors and spies within our lines were si- 
lenced and secured in the dungeons of the 
Old Capitol, or within the ponderous walls 
of Lafayette and Warren. The President 
was of all men, gentle and conciliatory 
The Secretary of .State was absorbed in the 
unparalleled difficulties of our foreign rela- 
tions. The Secretary of the Treasury was 
laboriously directing all the currents of na-. 
tional wealth into bisexhaustless exchequer 
The Secretary of the Navy was building aud 
manning his fleets. The Attorney General 
never emerged from the mazes of his briefs. 
It was necessary, nay it was vital , that the 
undefined and illimitable powers of Govern- 
ment, for its own preservation, should be 
wielded by a bold, honest and skillful hand; 
by that spontaneous concession of au'.hori 
ty accorded to a self-reliant and command- 
ing character in all great emergencies, it de- 
volved upon Edwin M. .Stanton, in the dark- 
est hours of danger, to see that the Republic 
suffered no detriment. 

In times when the idea was tolerated that 
any citizen during war might assail the Gov- 
ernment as he pleased, and with impunity, 
it became necessary to silence sedition and 
baffle treason by terror. It was fortunate 
that the Government possessed a man, arm- 
ed with power to enforce his will, who in- 
spired fear enough to reinforce doubtful au- 
thority. Not Richelieu himself, when 
France had no hiding place that could con- 
ceal or power that could save one of his vic- 
tims, was more dreaded than an order of ar- 
rest, signed by the Secretary of War, after 
the writ of habeas corpus was suspended. 
Whatever may be the final judgment of ju- 
rists upon the legal questions involved in 
these arrests, their effect was salutary. Trait- 
ors, fraudulent contractors, spies, dishonest 
officials in the service, atlength felt there was 
somebody in authority to be afraid of. .Suc- 
cess was inexorably exacted from command- 
ers of armies; neither winter nor summer, 
neither heat nor cold, neither storm, drought 
nor neither distance nor defences, nor boasted 
superiority of numbers, spared the enemy 
from attack. 



New York State Republican Conven- 
tion. 

New York, .Sept. 21. — The lollowing are 
the resolutions of the New York Republi- 
can Convention. H. C. Raymond, on be- 
half of the Committee, reported as tollowg; 

Resolved, That we congratulate the peo 
pie of this State and ol the Nation upon the 
overthrow of the rebellion and the return 
of peace to all sections of our country, and 
that we find in the presen uioii of our Un- 
ion, the re-e.'^tabiishmen’. of national author- 
ity, and exlermi nation of slavery ample 
restoration for the suffering and sacrifices 
hy which the results have been achieved. 

Resolved, That to the soldiers by whose 
valor, under Divine Providence, this great 
result has been accomplished, and who have, 
by their heroism, shed new and undying 
luster on the American name, wc return the 
heartfelt thanks of a grateful people, and 
we renew the demand made by the Union 
National Convention at Baltimore, that ade- 
quate provision be made by the national 
authority for the support and comfort of 
such of their survivors as have received hon- 
orable and disabling wounds in the service 
of their country. 

Resolved, That while we deplore the death 
by assassination of Mr. Lincoln, as closing 
a career of transcendent u.sefuluess and hon- 
or, and ns a great national calamity, we re- 
cognize in Andrew Johnson, his successor, a 
statesman >'l ability, high-toned patriotism 
and most unsullied integrity, one who has 
rendered invaluable services to the Union 
cause during the rebellion, and whose single- 
hearted devotion to ihe pcriiinneiil prosperity 
and glory of our common country, com- 
mands the respect and confidence ol the re- 
public, and that we renew to him in his 
administration those assurauccs of cordial 
and effective support which were tendered by 
us in his nomination and election. 

Resolved, That we approve, as eminently 
wise and just, the sentiments of kindness 
and confidence which President Johnson 
evinced towards t'hose of the communities and 
the individuals lately in rebellion, who accept 
restoration of the Union and the perpetual 
prohibition of slavery as the legitimate and 
irreversible events ol the war; that we ap- 
prove of the steps he has taken towards re- 
laxing the bonds of military authority in the 
Southern .States and in restoring to their peo- 
ple full and complete control over their local 
affairs, just as soon as may be found com- 
patible with the* preservation of order, the 
permanence of peace the exclusion of elaverv, 
and the fulfillment of the constitutional ob- 
ligation of the national authority guaran- 
teeing to every .State a republican lorra of 
government; and that we confidently look 
forward, under his wise and patriotic admin- 
istration, to the establishment of more 
cordial relations, of greater mutual respect, 
and of stronger interest in each others welfare, 
between the Northern and Southern sections 



of the countrythan has hitherto prevailed,and 
that in all the measures he may adopt, tend- 
ing to the attainment of these just and 'oen- 
eficent ends, we pleJge our cordial and hear- 
ty support. 

Resolved, That while we regard the national 
sovereignty over all the subjects committed 
to it by the Constitution of the United States 
as having been confirmed and established 
bv the recent war, we regard the several 
States in the Union as having the jurisdic- 
tion over all local and domestic affairs ex- 
pressly reserved to them by the same const! 
tutional authority, and that whenever if 
shall be deemed compatible with public 
safety to restore to the .States lately in rebel- 
lion the renewed exercise of these rights 
we trust it will be done in the faith and on 
the ba.sis that they will be exercised in a 
spirit of equal and impartial justice, and 
with a view to the elevation and preparation 
for the full rights of ciiizenship of all their 
people, inasmuch as these are principles 
which constitute the basis ot our republican 
institutions. 

Resolved, That the restoration of peace 
will enable the Government to restore the 
civil tribunals ol the country to their just 
and natural supremacy, and that we have 
full and entire confidence that lliiswill be done 
as soon as the safely of the nation will per- 
mit. and no sooner. 

Resolved, That the debts incurred by the 
nation in defense of its own existence ia a 
sacred and inviolable obligation resting upon 
all the property and all the resoiircea of all 
sections of the country lor its fulfillment that 
while we demand at the hands ol Congress 
such measures as shall impose the burden 
of taxation equally and impartially upon all 
classes, we have full reliance upon the peo- 
ple for the mainiainance of the national 
honor and the ultimate exiinctioi. ot the na- 
tional debt, and that we approve and indor.«e 
the determination of Hie Government under 
no circumstances, to assume, directly or in- 
directly, any portion ot Ihe debts inciirre.l 
by the rebel authorities in the prosecution 
of the war against the United States. 

Steamboat Burners — Among them J^6 
Davis and Be j tmin Implicated. 

W.t.siiivoTox, .Sept. 21. — Evidence on file 
at the Bureau of Military Justice against 
the gang ol rebel incendiaries, who, during 
the war, combined amusement with busi- 
ness by burning steamboats in the south- 
west, implicates about 35 persons, one-half 
of whom have been apprehended and are 
now in prison awaiting trial. Jeff' Davis 
heads the incendiary list as grand director 
of operations Benjamin acted as Cashier 
of the organization; Seddon, arbiter on va- 
lidity ol the claims lor property destroyed, 
while .Judge Tucker, of Mobile, was chief 
of tlie boat burners, who reported to him 
lor orders. 

The chief ol the land incendiaries was 
Richard Barrel, ex-Congressman from Mo. 
Among the gang was a man named Stein- 
er, who held an important office in the or- 
ganization. Rewbon, ol 'i’oronlo, C. VV., 
who operated on the Northern lakes; Slaugh- 
ter, of Illinois; Edward Frozier, of St. 
Louis; .John B. Parks, of Menipliis; and 
Isaac AIsliene and VVtii. Murphy, ol New 
Orleans. 

During the war 200 eleamers, of all kinds, 
valued from $23,000 to $25,000 each, were 
destroyed by this chivalrous band, involving 
not only immense pecuniary loss to the Gov- 
ernment, but sacrificing hundreds of val- 
uable live.s. 

Col. Will. Tliroupe, formerly chief of the 
secret service department of Missouri, merits 
the credit of ferreting out most of the gang, 
and of obtaining definite information in re- 
gard to its operations. 

The trial is now in progress at St. Louis 
before a military commission. Col. McKee 
Dunn, assistant judge advocate general, as 
counsel for the Government, and Col. J. W. 
Bell, of St Louis, chief counsel tor the de- 
fence, assisted by several other eminent law- 
yers. 



Not on the Right Track. 

An examination of the list of delegates 
returned to the South Carolina State Con- 
vention leads to the belief that the people 
of that Slate, an.l especially those ot Charles- 
ton, have not made very liappy seleclioos 
for the purposes of reconciliation. We see 
among them the Hamptons, Ungers, and 
1 others who were among the foremost in pre- 
cipitating rebellion on the people of the 
South, and who have since the rebellion 
wa.s conqiie^d shown no sighs of repentance 
lor their great crime The people of South 
Carolina can hardly be sale in triisling the 
great problems growing cm ol their changed 
condition to such men, iiur ran ihev hope 
from such action to bring about ibat early 
restoration of tbe industry, agriculture and 
general prosperity of tbeir Slate wliicli is 
on all accounts so desirable. Now, howev- 
er, that such delegates have been elected the 
people should urge it upon them that they 
are expected to recognize the existing con- 
dition of affairs and rcoiganize the .State 
Government accordingly, and the people in 
the other Southern States who have not yet 
chosen the representatives of their State 
Conventions should avoid the error of the 
South Carolinians — [Phil. Ledger. 



IIoxT Southern yierchants are Treated in 
the North. 

A correspondent of the Boston Advertiser, 
writing from Charleston , .South Carolina, 
says : 

I queried of the returning merchants on 
the steamship, how tliev were received in 
the North ? An Augusta man complained 
that he could get no credit, and that there 
was a disposition to be grinding and exact- 
ing. One Charleston man said, “1 asked lor 
sixty davs, and got it without a word of ob- 
jection.” Another told me that lie asked 
(or four months, was given three, and treat- 
ed like a gentleman everywhere Another 
showed me the receipt for a debt of al>out 
fifteen hundred dollars, contracted before 
the war, which he had paid in lull; and he 
asked lor four months on a bill ol eight lliou- 
sand dollars, which was readily given. Still 
another settled his old indebtedness with 
one-third cash, and eight and twelve 
months notes lor the balance, while he got 
ninety days on three-lourtbs of bis new bill. 
One man said he had many friends in tbe 
North, and they all knew he had been a 
thorough rebel. He expected some taunts, 
but tried to carry himself like a gentleman, 
and was courteously received, “even in Bos- 
ton.” These are specimens of a score of 
answers I have received to this question.

Florida.— The Pro isional Governor of 
Florida, William Mai /in, has called a Con 
vention of the Slate for the 25th day of Oc- 
tober, the election to be held on the lOlh of 
October. The qualifications of voters are 
similar to those declared in other rebel com- 
munities. The Governor says that "a Con- 
stitution, republican in form, having been 
made, altered or amended, and adapted to 
the new order of things, the Convention 
will provide, by a schedule, for the election 
of a Governor and General Assembly, and 
for the reorganization of a permanent State 
Government.” 

In regard to slavery he says: 

“By the operation and re.sults of the war, 
slavery has ceased to exist in this State. It 
cannot be revived. Every voter for delegates 
to the Convention, in taking the amnesty 
oath, takes a solemn oath to support the 
freedom ot the loriiier slave The freedom 
intended ia the fill, ample and complete 
freedom ol the citizen of ilie United Slates 
This does not iieces.-arily inclmle the privil 
ege of voting; hut it does include ihe idea 
ot full coiistiiulional guaraniees of future 
possession and quiet enjoyment. The ques- 
tion ol his voting is an open queslion — a 
proper subject for discussion — and is to be 
Jecided as a question ol sound policy by the 
convention to be railed ” 

He concludes bis proclamation by saying 
that Upon the establishment of a republican 
form of Slate Government, under a consiitu- 
lion whicli guarantees and secures liberty to 
ill the inhabitants alike, without disiinc- 
ion of color, there will no longer exist any 
mpedimeiit in the way of restoring tbe 
8lale to its proper consliliiiional relations 
o the Government of the United States. 



The Gk.ipk Vine of Santa Barbara — 
One of the celebrities of Spanish Cali- 
fornia is the immense and beautiful grape 
vine now growing at the Montecilo, two 
nr three miles below Santa Barbara. The 
(lamer of the vine was Donna Marcellina 
Feliz de Deiuinguez, of the earliest expedi- 
tions to Sonora, before 1780. It was plant- 
er' by her over sixty-five years ago, from a 
slip she cut Irom the young vineyard at San 
Antonio Mission, in Monterey County, 
lor a horse whip. Her husband had got 
(lermissioD to make a small garden near the 
varm springs of Montecilo, a favorite place 
far the washerwomen of the new settlement 
cf Santa Barbara, and here she planted it 
on the edge of a knoll It immediately took 
root and began to bud and leaf, and from 
careful attention, before she died, it was 
made to produce more than any known grape 
vine in all America, North or South. Be- 
tween 1850 and I860 it had been trailed 
over some 80 feet in circumference, with a 
trunk of 12 inches diameter, rising clean 15 
feet from the ground. Some years it has 
borne over 6000 bunches of ripe and sound 
grapes, or close on to 8000 pounds, and be- 
came the wonder of every resident or sojour- 
ner in that part of California. And what is 
more, for the last thirty years it has princi- 
pally maintained tbe old woman and her 
numerous family. Prof. Silliman, when he 
visited it last year, said be had never heard 
of such an immense grape vine in any other 
country, which is saying a great deal, as he 
has travelled much in the south of Europe. 
San Francisco Bulletin. 

There is not a loyal American that will 
not say amen to, and there is not a rebel nor 
a rebel creditor, English or otherwise, who 
should not be warned by, these strong and 
just words of the Baltimore American : 

The Rebel Cotton Loan. — Late Engli.sli 
papers contain a call for a meeting of the 
holders of (be rebel cotton loan, to take 
measures to ascertain their rights and pro- 
tect their interests. The Britisli Vice Chan- 
cellor, Sir B. P. Wood, lias also rendered a 
decision implying that either the United 
States must take upon itself the pay.Tient ol 
the loan, or allow those States which were 
lately confederated to fulfill their engage- 
ment in respect to it. The United Slates 
will do neither. On the contrary it will re- 
sent any effort to hold it responsible for any 
debts ol the "so-called Confederacy” as one 
ot those causes of irritation which the Lon- 
don Times laments, and will exert its power 
to prevent the Southern .Stales from assum- 
ing any debt incurred in tlie prosecution of 
the war against the Government. All such 
debts died with the rebellion which created 
llieir. It is contrary to justice as well as pub- 
lic p.jlicy to permit their resuscitation or re- 
cognition 

The rebel cotton loan was a hostile act 
against this country. Its object was to sup- 
ply lie public enemy with arms, ammuni- 
tion, an.l «ar material, which he could not 
olhetwise obtain. Wiih iqiial justice the 
English ni a II It lad II re r who sent his cannon 
or gunpowder into the rebel Siaiea, might 
claim of our Government the patment of 
any account for these articles, winch the 
close of the war left unsettled. The retiel 
cotton loan was, moreover, simply a gam- 
bling transaction — a bet upon the success of 
the rebellion. It was taken at a long dis- 
count, and made payable in cotton, to be sup- 
plied in the South at a low figure, and sold 
abroad at an enormous advance. If the re- 
bellion was successful, then the bondhold 
ers would have pocketed several hundred per 
cent, on tbeir investment; unsuccessful , the? 
lost all. Not oneceni ol the indebtedness will 
ever be paid on this side of the .Atlantic. 
The only regret here is that those Brhiah 
sympathizers have not suffered more heavi- 
ly. We laugh at their losses. 

What Jeff. Thinks — The Washington 
correspondent of the Cincinnati Gazette, 
says: 

An officer on Gen. Grant’s staff, who re- 
cently had an interview with the rebel ex- 
President, says that Jeff, is furious in his 
denunciations of Hunter and Stephens, whom 
he accuses of deliberately betraying the 
Southern cause into the bands of the Yan- 
kees. "Had those two men,” said Jeff, “re- 
presenting as they did the weak-kneed con- 
servative sentiment in the Souib, stood firm, 
the Southern cause would have triumphed.” 
Jeff, appears to be perfectly indifferent to 
his fate, but still does not think the punish- 
ment for his crime will be visited upon hiiii- 
He told tbe officer that he had less care 
upon bis mind now, and felt easier than he 
did when he was President of tbe Confede- 
racy. 

“C. 0. D.” — The Green Bay Advocate 
thus explains, in answer to a correspond- 
ent, the meaning of these oubalistic cha^c- 
ters:

Review of News. 

2 [The Alabama State Convention has passed tbo 
ordinance abolishing slavery by a vote of 89 to 3. 

JnaroZ; in a letter from El Paso, under date of 
tho 17th ult., states that he has no idea of leav» 
ing Mexico, that he would soon establish his 
rosidonce in an interior city: and that be does not 
despair of success in his contest with tho Impe*' 
rialists. 

Sporting guns, ammunition therefor, and blast- 
ing pewder for mining pnrposes, aro nowallow* 

•d to be shipped to the late insurrectionary States, 
in reasonable amounts and under certain condi* 
iions. 

In a little over two months, $200,000 of inter- 
nal revenue has been oollectedat Augusta, (la. , 
and $150,000 at Macon. 

Barley, the Lake Erie pirate, has escaped from 
prison at Port Clinton, Ohio. A reward of $100 
is offered for his apprehension. 

Gen. Connor bad a fight with the Arrapahoe 
Indians on the 28th |ult., on the plains, captur 
ing 600 hundred bead of cattle and a largo amount 
of plunder. Several officers wore killed in the 
encounter. 

The Cork Reporter announces that the English 
Government bad ordered a number of gunboats and 
two mcn-of'War to be stationed off Bantry Bay 
and other stations on the west coast of Ireland. 
The Fenians are evidently exciting a great in- 
terest in their movements. 

The Internal Revenue receipts on Friday last 
were over $1,200,000. On Thursday they amount 
ed to $1,142,606. 

The Virginia Episcopal Convention, just ad- 
journed at Richmond, adopted a scries of resolu- 
tions favoring a reunion with tbo Northern 
churches of that denomination. This Was done 
under the advice of their Bishop, Henry Johns,

The Alabama State Convention on the 21st, 
passed an ordinance making valid ail laws passed 
by the State of Alabama during its non-inter 
course with the United States, except (hose in 
ooofllot with tho United States Constitution, and 
others autboritiog the issue of State bonds, treas 
ury notes, Ac. , and those making Confederate 
money a legal tender. 

Tho proceedings of tho Wirts trial on Friday|la8t 
contain the report of an inspection of the prison 
made by Dr. Hopkins, a rebel Surgeon, in July 
22, 1864. It proves that the wanton neglect of 
the pritfon officials has not been overstated. Some 
remarkablo testimony, charging Wirts with the 
most brutal murders and robberies, was given by 
an Illinois oavalrvman.

Contested Election case in Campbell 
County. 

Our readers will find on tlie fourth page 
of our paper to-day the dissenting opinion 
of Justice Horner in the contested election 
case of Beall vs, Jones. We hope they will 
read it, as it is an interesting and important 
paper, sliewing to what extent partisanship 
will rule in a court of justice and the gross 
injustice which is being done to Union men 
No one can read the opinion of the major! 
ly of the Board without being struck with 
the great similarity between it and the late 
stump speeches of Conservative orators. A 
Justice Horner saye, “instead of presenting 
Some facts from the record as its basis, it 
expends itself in sweeping generalities, 
dealing out denunciations of military inter 
ference, speaking with the usual Conser- 
vative sneer of the actions of the soldiers 
condemning the conttnuance and exercise of 
martial law in the Stale, most pathetically 
lamenting any obstacle to the perfect free- 
dom o( elections in general, and then, ex 
cathedra, without evidence and without law 
pronouncing the election of the Circuit Court 
Clerk, “invalid, null and void." The Judg- 
es made the fact of the keeping of a few 
men from voting a pretext for snatching th 
votes from the hands of all the voters of 
Campbell county and declaring that tbei 
will shall not be respected. A small squad 
of the military under authority keep, per 
haps, twenty-two men from voting; two civ 
officers, without law or authority, make nu 
and void the vote of the whole county. Is 
it civil or military authority which defeats 
.Tones and elects Beall ? 

Justice Horner shows that the Board had 
no jurisdiction in the case, or rather over the 
grounds set forth in the paragraph of the 
contestant's notice which was alone thought 
worthy of their consideration. He then ap- 
peals to the facts on record to show that the 
contestant's case was not made out, that his 
complaint was unfounded, and the election 
of Jones was fair and legal. In the whole 
county only twenty-two men were prohibit- 
ed Ircm voting; yet Mr. Jones’ majority 
was seven hundred and seventy-five votes. 
The arrests were but few, and one of those was 
an alien, by his own showing. Although, in 
certain precincts, lists were made out of those 
who should not be allowed to vote, yet 
those thus proscribed did vote despite the 
military aud the lists. And it was in proof 
that a mao was hindered from voting on the 



Union side, so tl lat the military showed no 
partiality in thei r acts. Finally, the vote 
polled in the cou nty was a large and lull 
one. Yet in the face of all this, simply be- 
cause there was sl'igiit interference and con- 
straint, the electic m is declared “illegal, null 
nd void," and M'. r. .Jones is ousted. Justice 
Horner well asks, “ VVas there ever an elec- 
tion held in Kent uc ky, before or since the 
war, when it could b< s said there was no con- 
straint used ; that ll lere was no fear nor in- 
timidation on the 1 jai ‘t of some one?" It is a 
ell known fact th at there scarcely ever has 
been one so held. rVt ilmost every election in 
Kentucky men are ke pt from voting, and by 
force. Yet when hawe i luch elections been, ’con" 
tested, and on sucli gfounds? 

The whole case is e imply this. Mr. Jones 
was elected Circuit Co urt Clerk by a majori- 
ty of seven liundrt.d a .nd seventy-five votes. 
By restraint or inti mid ation it is alleged tljat \

Vallandig'ham on the Stump. 

It is well known that Clement L. Vallan- 
digham, the great Northern traitor, is a 
candidate for the United States Senate from 
Ohio. In furtherance of his claims, and to in- 
sure bis election, he is canvassing the State. 
His parly, the Peace-Secession-Deinocracy, 
met in Convention a few weeks since, adopt- 
ed a platform, and nominated candidates for 
Slate offices. But its great head was not 
present — he saw a little further than hie 
confreres, and held off lor the assembling of 
the Conservative Democracy. There he 
ruled — he was the great man of the conven- 
tion, and his dogmas were adopted in their 
platform. In their defense and for their 
success, he has taken the stump. His first 
speech was in Auglaize county. It consists 
of the grossest and most insolent personal at- 
tacks upon Generals Cox andSchenck, Chief 
Justice Cbese, Col. Moody and other gentle- 
men. And his whole speech is but an out- 
flow of venom and spile against the Admin- 
ministration and the party for the Union. — 
For one charge made against a Federal offi- 
cer, he has beei) already publicly denounced 
ns a liar. 

Mr. Vallandigham's second speech was 
delivered at Buevrus on Thursday last. Gen.

The topic ol 
this speecli was negro equality, and he em- 
bellished the subject as he well kuows how, 
when the object is to excite the passions and 
prejudices of hie listeners. As his words 
could not do full credit to the subject, he 
exliihited a drawing on paper, a horrible 
carricature, ae a specimen of an Ameri- 
can negro alter generations of education. 
These denunciations of tlie negro, uncall- 
ed for by any action of the State Re- 
publican Convention or its nominees lor of- 
fice, is only an evidence of the purpose of 
tho party in case of success — the re estab- 
lishment of slavery. The burden of their 
speeches and resolutions ia tliat the negro is 
fit for nothing hut slavery, and that the in- 
terests of the while man require their en- 
slavement. In the courseof his remarks on 
this point, Mr. Vallandigham said that in 
preference to having negro soldiers, lie would 
let the Constitution and the Union all go 
forever, this sentiment his hearers applaud- 
ed.

The Crops — Statement by the Agricul- 
tural Bureau. 

Hon. Isaac Newton, Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture, aulfiorizes the following statement 
as to the condition of the crops on the 1 st 
day of S^tember : 

The wheat crops have received no addition- 
al injury from the weather since bis report 
of last month; but the quality of the crop 
is not good, especially in the Western .States, 
where it was affected by hliglil and rust, as 
well as by the wet weather during harvest. 
Of old wheat on hand, there is not as much 
as was supposed in the hands of the farmers, 
for much of it was brought in during July 
and August . 

In the Eastern and Middle States there 
was but little at any time during the latter 
part of the autumn. 

The oat crop received no great deal of 
injury from the wet weather, and it may be 
regarded as one ol the largest oat crops 
ever raised in the country. 

The injury to the hay in the West was 
very great, but in the East it received but 
little damage from wet weather. Generally, 
tlie quality ia good, except in Ohio. Indiana, 
Illinois and Missouri . 

The corn crop, owing to continued wet 
and moist weather, has escaped material in- 
jury in the West. It may be regarded as 
the greatest crop raised in the loyal Stales. 

Tlie condition of the tobacco crop was 
favorable, the weather helping it very much, 
but, as reported last month, the amount 
planted is much less lhau last year, es- 
pecially in the largest tobacco producing 
Slates. 

Sorghum, like the corn crop, ia excellent. 

Buckwheat, if not injured by the present 
frost; will be goo.d. 

Potatoes — in many localities there ivere 
indications of rot, and in some places the 
crop is much injured by continued rot, and 
the moist weather since the 1st of Septem- 
ber occasions apprehensions that tlie disease 
may prove injurious; but still the yield may 
be good, as the amount planted was so much 
greater than usual. 

In all the States, except New York, the 
crop has ripened well, but in that State the 
crop has sustained an injury of five-and-a- 
quarter tenths from lice. The crop is, there- 
fore, injured seriously, for in 1860 New York

The Contested Election Case of Beall 
vs. Jones. 



I>i»$eotins Opinion of Justice Horner. 



At the election held in Campbell Coun- 
ty, on the 7th of August last, Thomas 
■Jones was the Union candidate for Clerk of 
the Circuit Court, and Benjamin Beall the 
Democratic candidate. Jones was elected 
by seven hundred and seventy-five majority, 
and received a certificate, but Beall con- 
tested his right to the office, on the ground 
that there was military interference at the 
polls on the day of the election. The case 
was tried before the Board of Contested 
Elections, consisting of Judge W. J. Berry, 
and Justices Spillman and Horaer. The 
two former, constituting a majority of the 
Board, decided that the election was unlaw- 
fully conducted, by reason of the interfer 
ence of armed soldiers, at the polls, and ac- 
cordingly declared the office vacant. .Jus- 
tice Horner dissented from this decision. 
The following is his opinion: 

.Sta'eof Kentucky, Campbell county, ss. 
Board of Contested Election, September 11, 
1865. Ben. Beall, Contestant vs. Thomas 
.Jones, Contestee. Dissenting opinion by Jo- 
.seph Horner, J. P. 

Being unable to concur with the other 
members of the Board in this case, 1 deem 
it proper to suggest the reasons for my dis- 
sent. 

The majority of the Board base their op- 
inion exclusively upon the grounds set forth 
in the 3d paragraph of the Contestant’s 
notice and expressly waive all othergrounds, 
saying that “they are substantially embrac- 
ed in the 3d paragraph of said notice" — 
which is as follows: 

“.3d. Because the regularly appointed 
and qualified officers of said election , at 
each and every voting place in said County, 
and the legally qualified voters who offer- 
ed to vote thereat, were overawed by the 
threats of violence and menace of the said 
armed soldiers, and other unauthorized 
persons, acting for you and against me, 
so that there could not be, and was not at 
any of the said voting place.s, a free and fair 
election.” 

This Board is a tribunal of quite limit- 
ed jurisdiction , and has no right to con- 
sider a conte.sted election, which docs not 
come clearly within the purview of one of 
three states of case, and in my judgment 
neither of these three embraces the 
grounds set out in the third paragraph 
above quoted. The only authority under 
which this proceeding is had, is derived 
from the following clau.se.s of the lievised 
Statutes: 

1. “Where it shall appear that the 
candidates receiving the highest num- 
ber of votes given, have received an 
equal number, the right to the office shall be 
determined by lot under the direction of the 
board. 

2. “Where the person returned is found 
not to have been legally qualified to receive the 
office at the time of his election, a new elec- 
tion shall be ordered. 

3. “Where another, than the person 
returned , shall be found to have received 
the highest number of legal voters given, such 
other shall be adjudged to be the person 
elected, and entitled to the office." — [Revis- 
ed Statutes, chap. 32, eighth sub. sec., page 
444. 

A construction ot the above clause was 
given by the Court of Appeals, in the case 
of Kewcum vs lurtley 13, B. Monroe, page 
522. Newcum had been elected to the office 
of Clerk o( the Circuit Court, (the same to 
which Jones was elected,) hy one vole, but at 
one precinct the judgesof the election clos- 
ed the polls some lime before 7 o'clock, the 
hour fixed by the Constitution awl lau/nnd shut 
out two voters who intended lo vote for 
Kirtley , and who came to the polls for that 
purpose, before 7 o'clock. Kirtley contended 
that these two votes should be given lo 
him, and thereby he would be elected, hut 
the Court of Appeals through Judge Mar- 
shall, say: 

“But the conclusion that the Board could 
not legally take into the computation the two votes 
not polled docs not rest upon general reason- 
ing alone;" and after quoting the clause 
taken above from the Revised Statutes, says 
that it was adopted for the regulation of 
Boards before which the election of clerks 
was contested in the three cases stated 
in that clause; and “that the framers of the 
statute intended that votes not given should 
not be counted at all,” and “the necessary and 
certain import of the provision is that the con 
testant shall not be adjudged to be entitled 
10 the office, unless the Board find that he 
has received the highest number of legal 
votes given." It will be perceived that Kirt- 
ley was in all justice entitled to this office, 
and would have been elected if the judges 
of the election had not, in violation of the 
Constitution and law, closed the polls in 
ill* face of his voters. But our Court of 
.Appeals say that this was not provided for 
by the Statutes, and that the Board has no 
right to take cognizance or jurisdiction of it; 
it is not one of the three states of case pro- 
vided for. 

Now, there is no pretext that the contes- 
tant Beall brings himself within the pur- 
view of this law, for he received only 906 
votes, while .Jones received 1 ,681; and giv- 
ing Beall in the computation the benefit of 
all who say they had intended to vole for 
him, and were prohibited by the judges from 
voting, (shown by the evidence to he twen 
tv-two,) and still Jones will have a majority 
of 75.'j votes. If 1 am correct in this 
view, the case ends here; for then the 
Board would not have jurisdiction over 
“the grounds set forth in the third para- 
graph of the contestant's notice," and 
the majority cxjiressly waive all other 
grounds. 

It is a subject of regret that the opinion 
of my associates, instead of presenting some 
facts from the record as its basis should ex- 
pend itself in such sweeping generalities as 
the following: “The evidence proves conclu- 
sively and beyond controversy the facts, that 
at each voting precinct, on the day of the 
election, armed soldiers assumed the right 
lo dictate lo the officers of election, who 
might and who might not vote, without ref- 
erence to the qualifications," &c., and “such 
were some of the actings and doings of the 
armed guardians sent to protect the people 
of the good old Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky in the free exercise of a great consti- 
tutional right, the elective franchise,” 
and “there was no freedom in the election 
between Beall and Jones at the August 
election,” and “when the strong arm of 
the law shall be held back by tbe stronger 
arm of the military power," and “when 
the militarv strike at the elective franchise,” 
&c. 

But let us now proceed to analyze the 
facts as they are presented in the record 
There are nine precincts in the county. At 



Alexandria every voter wishing to vote for 
Beall, voted (or him. One or two were ask- 
ed to take an oath, and although they re- 
fused lo take it, they nevertheless all voted 
The same is true of the Grant’s Lick Pre- 
cinct; also, of the Indian Spring, and of the 
Jamestown Precinct. At the Two-mile 
House, William McGrew was the only per- 
son not permitted to vote. Without going 
into the question whether the persons who 
prevented him did right or wrong, I will 
simply give one of the questions and an- 
swers of McGrew, given in this case, with- 
out comment: 

By Jones’ Attorney — Did you rejoice over 
the capture of Richmond and 'Vicksburg, 
and were you sorrowful over the battle of 
Bull Run?" 

McGrew’s answer — “I did not rejoice over 
the capture of Richmond and Vicksburg: 
there never was a battle but I was sorrowful 
over." 

At the John’s Hill Precinct, .Samuel 
McIntosh was the only person not per- 
mitted to vole. His deposition was also 
taken in this ca.se, and I will give extracts 
from it: 

(Question hy Jones’ .Attorney — “Stale on 
which side were your feelings and sym- 
pathies during the late war; did you uni- 
formly rejoice at Union victories; did 
yo’u rejoice at the capture of Vicks- 
burg by General Grant; did you rejoice 
at the capture of Richmond ? State what 
were your feelings over the defeat ot 
the United States forces* at the battle of 
Bull Run?" 

Answer by McIntosh — “I have no right 
to answer any such question’?" 

By same — “Did you never furnish money, 
provisions, clothing, or any thing else, nor 
give, otherwise, any aid, comfort, or en- 
couragement to any person belonging to the 
rebel army'?" 

Answer — “I have no right to answer any 
such question to my opinion.” 

At the Cold Spring, Carthage and .New- 
port Precincts, there were twenty per- 
sons, in all, prohibited from voting, making 
in all, twenty-two in the whole county pro- 
hibited; and we ask, when was there an 
election in Kentucky when a defetUed can- 
didate could not trump up twenty-two 
(legal?) voters who had been refused by the 
judges'? 

Much is said by my associates about mili- 
tary arrests, and martial law, and muskets 
ami bayonets, as operating upon the elec- 
tion in this case, but besides the arrest of 
the man from Missouri, at Carthage, who 
by his own showing, was no voter, and was 
properly arrested, there was no’arrest on the 
day of election except at one precinct (Cold 
Spring.) It seems tliere were several arrests 
on that day at Cold ,‘<pring, but for what 
cause the record does not show, except in 
the cases of Gracianm and McIIallon, who 
tell their own story. The opinion proceeds : 
“They, the soldiers, handed into the judges 
of the election, at the various voting places 
in the county, lists of names ot persons 
whom they declared the said judges should 
not allow to vote, intimidating, by their ac- 
tions and threats, the officers of the elec- 
tion as well as the voters." True, at James- 
town, at Indian Spring, at Grant's Lick, and 
at Alexandria, such lists were presented by 
the soldiers, and the proof shows that the 
persons named on these lists walked boldly 
up and voted, in the face of the military and 
in face of the lists, showing conclusively that 
the military wa.x entirelv subordinate to the 
civil officers. There is no prool that the 
military took either side in the election ; on 
the contrary, Mr. .Strieker proves that iie 
asked the officer if he would permit him to 
vote on the Union side, and he told him no; 
and the evidence is |clear that, at the recent 
election, a very full and large vote for the 
county was polled. 

It is said again in the opinion, “In a free 
and equal election there can be no such 
thing as constraint, fear or intimidation, 
and every qualified voter offering to vote 
must be allowed that privilege, uninfluenc- 
ed by power, civil or military," and the 
conclusion is drawn that as the election in 
this case did not come within the above rule 
or principle, it was “invalid null, and void." 

But ne suhmi t that .so rigid a rule it is 
impracticable lo work otit. Was there ever 
an election held in Kentucky, before or since 
the war, when it could |be said that there 
was no constraint used; that there was no 
fear nor intimidation on the part of some 
one? The rule certainly can go no further 
than the following: That the constraint, fear 
or intimidation must so influence the elec- 
tion, and against the defeated candiilaie, that 
thereby he loses his election, otherwise he is 
not injured. And here is where the contesl 
taut, Beall, signally fails Giving him the 
benefit of all that he contends for, counting 
for him every vote he says was excluded 
from the polls, anil still he is defeated by 
”53 votes. 



Iowa. — T he soldiers' ticket, which the 
Democratic fuglemen got up lo fool the peo- 
ple with, does not appear to go down with 
the “boys in blue” theraselve.s. Thirty-one 
soldiers in Ottumwa, Wapello County, pub- 
lished in the Courier a card, lo which their 
signatures and the names of their regiments 
are attached, saying that in their belief the 
sO'Called “soldiers’" movement, as develop- 
ed in the State Convention, on the 22d of 
August, was a shabby trick of copperhead 
politicians to inveigle new recruits into the 
copperhead party under false pretences, and 
they conclude as fallows: 

“These being our views, we spurn and 
spit upon the possum attempts to defeat the 
Union party by a so-called 'anti-negro suf- 
frage ticket,’ or a so-called ‘soldiers’ ticket,’ 
that is to be taken into the yearning bosom 
of the copperhead party of this county, and 
warmed by its infective breath, and em- 
braced in its putrid arms, and we spurn 
with contempt the men engaged in laying 
this scheme of fraud and deception.” — New 
Albany Com. 

What’s the Use? 

The Democratic party, after having op 
posed the Government at all points during 
the continuance of the war, denouncing the 
public ofticers as tyrants and imbeciles, and 
all that, now that success jias crowned our 
arms, are off on the other shute. They are 
praising the soldiers in the most fulsome 
language, nominating officers for candidates 
(wherever they are in the minority,) and in 
their conventions passing resolutions of en- 
dorsement of the President Now, if they 
are sincere in this, and are really converted 
into a loyal attachment to the country, real- 
ly endorse the emancipation policy of the 
Government, are really tired of their affilia- 
tion with rebels, than what’s the use of their 
party? What’s the use of changing the con- 
trol of public affairs? If they are going to 
carry out the policy of a Republican Presi- 
dent, why not let the Republicans do it 
themselves? I'hey tried this dodge in 
Maine, endorsed the President’s jiolicy, and 
then asked the people to vote (or them. But 
the sensible Yankees decided it was no use, 
and BO gave the Republican ticket a largely 
increased majority. .So it should be every- 
where. — New Albany Commercial.
